DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendment filed on 3/28/2008 has been received and 
entered in the case. 

2. Applicant's amendment and/or response with respect to the claims 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

CLAIMS 1, 9 and 15: In view of the limitations, the prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest a drive unit for an elevator having a 
pair of bearing end plates retaining an associated bearing, wherein 
the end plates are mounted on a machine frame; a pair of electric 
motors supported by the end plates and a shaft having opposed free 
ends and being rotatably by both bearing and a traction sheave 
supported by the shaft for rotation by the motors. 

The closest prior art reference (Hakala et al.) does not fairly 
suggest a drive shaft with free ends drivingly connected to the 
associated motors being supported by both of the bearings retained in 
the end plates .
